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Nomination Time Is Near 
For Greenbeiter of the Year

The time has come again to think of candidates to nomin¬ 
ate for the annual award to name Groenbelt’s Outstanding 
Citizen. In an exceptional city like this, there is surely a 
large pool from which to draw. 

One proof is the group of

exceptional persons who have 
been chosen in the past to fill 
that post since the contest first 
began, back in 1973. We'll pre¬ 
sent that proof in future issues 
of this paper, as the 1991 con¬ 
test goes into gear, when we plan 
to profile two of those winners. 

The second proof has to do 
with the peculiar history of 
Greenbelt as a planned commun¬ 
ity. Most cities grow quite acci¬ 
dentally as people—for what¬ 
ever reason—choose to settle in. 
They may come for jobs, to be 
near relatives, because they liked 
the look of the place. Some folks 
were born in the cities in which 
they live, or moved in as chil¬ 
dren, and never thought to leave. 

But Greenbelt was always dif¬ 
ferent. It began as a brand new 
place, planned that way by fed¬ 
eral bureaucrats during the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt adminis¬ 
tration. Its first citizens applied 
to become Green-belters, it's true, 
but they had to go through a 
screening process that might or 
might not be successful. 

Chosen Few 

Greenbelters were carefully 
selected. Only those having an¬ 
nual incomes below a certain 
limit were qualified for consid¬ 
eration. Quotas were also estab¬ 
lished to reflect the nation (at 
least one family from each 
state), the distribution of reli¬ 
gions in the area, and propor¬ 
tions of government and non¬ 
governmental workers. “But 
above all/' as authors Barbara 
Likowski and Jay McCarl state, 
in Greenbelt: History of a New 
Town, “they had to demonstrate 
a cooperative, energetic spirit, 
showing a willingness co contri¬ 
bute heavily to the fledgling 
town/' 

In other words, the interview¬ 
ers who chose the first settlers 
in Greenbelt stacked the deck. 
The city they created became 
a solid concentration of acti¬ 
vists. 

Active Settlers 

Leafing through the Greenbelt 
history book turns up some of 
the things those settlers did: 
founding cooperatives, develop¬ 
ing a varied recreational pro¬ 
gram, having community festi¬ 
vals, building churches and a 
synagogue. People were so busy 
going to meetings that the town 
council even established a one- 
week moratorium so that every 
one could stay home with their 
families. From among some of 
those active folks worthy candi¬ 
dates may still be found- 

Out of this activist spirit, the 
Labor Day Festival weekend—a 
37-year tradition—was develop¬ 
ed. Later, the contest lor the 


Outstanding Citizen also became 
a part of the Festival tradition. 
A special committee, chaired by 
Tom Renahan and comprised of 
members from various parts of 
the community, selects the win¬ 
ner from among nominations 
made by organizations and indi¬ 
vidual citizens. 

The name of the winner is 
always a secret until Friday 
evening, when the Festival offi¬ 
cially begins. Only the commit¬ 
tee and a friend or family mem¬ 
ber of the recipient know in 
advance—the latter chosen to 
see that the winner gets to the 
opening program. Besides being 
showered with gifts and special 
recognitions, the Outstanding 
Citizen also becomes honorary 
parade marshal on Labor Day, 

Nominate Now 

Nominations for the Outstand¬ 
ing Citizen of 1991 may be made 
by filling out the form else¬ 
where in this paper. Nominations 
from previous years may also 
be updated, (So many remark¬ 
able candidates are nominated 
each year, when only one can 
be chosen, that this group alone 
becomes a viable pool from which 
to choose). 

Nominees must be Greenbelt 
residents. Current elected offi¬ 
cials are not eligible, City em¬ 
ployees may be nominated only 
for activities for which they are 
not paid.

The Maryland 
congressional delegation has 
been invited to speak at the 
beginning of the 7 p.m. session.

A panel discussion on the 
development of the Metro 
site and it's possible environ¬ 
mental impact was featured 
at the July 11 Citizens for 
Greenbelt (CFG) meeting. 
Moderated by Konrad Her- 
ling, the panel included Jo¬ 
seph Chang, area planner for 
Maryland National Capital 
Park and Planning Commis¬ 
sion (M-NCPPC); Bruce 
Hancock, from M-NCPPC 
Department of Transporta¬ 
tion; and Robert Boone, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Ana- 
costia Watershed Society. 
After each gave a brief pre¬ 
sentation, the panle respond¬ 
ed to audience questions. 

Planning 

Chang began by stating that 
he had participated in a public 
hearing on Metro in Greenbelt 
in 1989, when citizens had ex¬ 
pressed their concerns about de¬ 
sign, proposed Metro yards wet¬ 
lands, and the possible problems. 

The Langley Park, College 
Park, Greenbelt Master Plan 
provides for a Transit District 
Overlay Zone (TDOZ) around 
the Greenbelt Metro station. In 
establishing a TDOZ the county 
would define permissible uses of 
the property and could modify 
existing zoning requirements- 
However, there is controversy 
about this zone. 

Hearings on the Greenbelt seg¬ 
ment will begin soon. Park and 
Planning has proposed a TDOZ 
encompassing only the area di¬ 
rectly around the Metro station 
site (one-half mile radius from 
the station). This includes the 
77-acre Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority's (WM- 
ATA) tract and 183 acres of the 
A. H. Smith property. Much of 
the latter is flood plain and wet¬ 
lands. The mixed use—transpor¬ 
tation oriented zone (MXT) 
could include a mixture of mo¬ 
tel/hotel; retail trades and ser¬ 
vices; office/ research and in¬ 
dustrial; and dwellings, Chang 
said that 80 percent of this land 
is wetlands, leaving only 20 per¬ 
cent developable (the maximum 
would be two million square 
feet or approximately twice the 
size of Capital Office Park). To 
take advantage of Metro from 
an economic point of view, mixed 
development is necessary, he 
said. There is a potential for 
higher development since space 
is limited, A College Park wo¬ 
man asked: “Is the sky the* lim¬ 
it?" No site for building has 
yet been finalized, Chang said- 

“Look carefully at the natural 
constraints," Chang urged. AH 
of the developable land, he said, 
cannot be joined without cross¬ 
ing over wetlands using a bridge, 
for example. 

A flood plain study is needed, 
Chang continued. This should in¬ 


clude lakes for stormwater. Al¬ 
though plans for a manmade 
lake or stormwater retention 

pond were mentioned years ago, 

they never materialized. 

In order to build a Metro 

parking garage, as had been sug¬ 
gested by some citizens, it would 
be necessary to get away from 
the code. It would be very cost- 

iy. 

The Greenbelt area has two 
extremes, Chang said—conserva¬ 
tion, which is found in old Green¬ 
belt, and tremendous develop¬

ment pressure which faces the 
newer areas, Greenbelt Park 
protects Greenbelt, also the green 
strip in the Baltimore-Washing- 
ton Parkway. (This latter desig¬ 
nation brought a few denials 
from the audience), “Tree pres¬ 
ervation should be top priority," 
Chang said, Greenbelt should 
continue to protect the green 
strips. Additional tree buffering 
should be 50-100 feet along high¬ 
ways. 

Chang mentioned chat the In¬ 
ternal Revenue Service (IRS) 
had inquired about two weeks 
ago about the possibility of lo¬ 
cating at the Metro site- 
Bike Trails 

Hancock stated that plans for 
bike trails and pedestrian access 
to Metro come from the Master 
Plan, which is the culmination of 
years of study and talk. Metro 
U a prime piece of property, he 
added- 

All possibilities for these trails 
have to be evaluated, such as 
separate parking, trails, bike 
lanes, and sidewalks. Continuity 
of a trail from Indian Creek to 
the Metro site is planned, but 
it's going to be a tough act to 
get from the stream valley part 
and continue north, he said. 

We're looking for safe access 
from all sides of the Greenbelt 
station, he continued. He men¬ 
tioned access from Lackawanna 
Street, a College Park trail. For 
those cyclists stout of heart, he 
said, there are the shoulders on 
Kenilworth Avenue, Separate 
trails could be behind curbs or 
park trails, Hancock is trying to 
implement separate trails but is 
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looking at all possibilities. 

Wetlands 

“I can’t handle riding with 
automobiles/ 1 Boone said, “Make 
a bike access. This is a golden 
opportunity to create a beautiful 
bike access." Boone advocated in¬ 
cluding a bike path through the 
Smith property and greenways. 

Boone reported that he has 
been talking to elected officials 
from Greenbelt and College Park. 
He is trying to keep a momen¬ 
tum going to have the Smith 
property condemned and put into 
public ownership. Konterra, he 
affirmed, was in the same con¬ 
dition as the Smith property 
(abondoned gravel mine) and 
that property was restored. The 
citizens and council are the seed 
that is going to make this hap¬ 
pen, he said. 

Questions 

Rick Meetre asked for an ex¬ 
planation of what seemed to him 
to be contradictory statements 
—that some development couldn't 
occur unless the codes were 
broken and that two million 
square feet can be developed. 

Chang did not feel anyone 
could answer that now. First, de¬ 
velopers have to present a plan 
and have it looked at. A lot of 
developable land at the site is 
separated by wetlands. Some 
wetlands can be used if land is 
bought to replace them- With a 
limited amount of developable 
space, highrise development 
might be the only way, he said, 
adding that the county has con¬ 
sistently urged highrise develop¬ 
ment near Metro sites- The IRS 
would be building on top of the 
Metro parking lot, Chang 
thought. The whole issue of de-

He fur¬ 
ther mentioned that the really 
progressive housing projects for 
the elderly being developed ar¬ 
ound the world (e.g., in Western 
Europe, Australia) emphasize 
the importance of ground level 
structures. 

If we all work together on 
this challenge I am sure we can 
achieve much more appropriate 
senior housing than that repre¬ 
sented by the overbearing struc¬ 
ture pictured in the News Re¬ 
view (July 4), one that would 
annihilate the very essence of 
our town.

Senate Approves Funds 
To Clean Up Anacostia 

Senators Paul Sarbanes and 
Barbara A. Mikutaki recently 
hailed approval of funds to begin 
the cleanup of the Anacostia 
River basin. The Senate included 
the Anacostia measure as part of 
next year’s energy and water 
programs. Greenbelt is part of 
the Anacostia Watershed. $1.3 
million was alloted to begin ba¬ 
sin-wide improvements. 

Over the last two years the 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
completed a study evaluating the 
potential measures to control the 
problems experienced in the Ana¬ 
costia River basin. The Corps rec¬ 
ommended a plan of improve¬ 
ments including creation of wet¬ 
lands, riparian planting, elimina¬ 
tion of barriers to fish migration 
and the improvement of fish hab¬ 
itat- The initial work would be 
done in the Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty portion of the basin.

R. Hal Silvers, age 72, died on 
July 15, after a prolonged ill¬ 
ness. A Greenibelt resident for 
30 years, he had been active since 
his retirement as Chairman of 
the Crime Prevention Committee 
for the city and with the Green- 
belt Lions Club- 

Beginning in 1955, he served 
as Director of Civil Defense for 
Prince Georges County and be¬ 
cause of his distinguished ser¬ 
vice in that capacity, he was 
honored as Man of the Year by 
the county Junior Chamber of 
Commerce and later by the 
Maryland State Junior Chamber 
of Commerce, 

In recognition of these awards, 
the Greenibelt City Council in 
1958, under Mayor Alan Kist- 
ler, issued a proclamation con¬ 
gratulating Silvers. 

Later, the Civil Defense Agen¬ 
cy became the Office of Emer¬ 
gency Preparedness (OEP), for 
which he continued as Director, 
also assuming the office of 
County Energy Coordinator- 

Among his numerous personal 
and departmental awards and 
Certificates of Appreciation, 
were three awards from the Na¬ 
tional Association of Counties: 

1973 in Disaster Preparedness, 
for initiating the first in the 
country “One Stop Disaster Cen¬ 
ter” during Hurricane Agnes; 

1974 in Energy Assistance, for 
initiating the first in the coun¬ 
try “Operation Oasis” during the 
gasoline crisis; and in 1980 in 
Energy Management, for initiat¬ 
ing a system for energy man¬ 
agement in the Public Sector- 

A native of Lakewood, Ohio, 
Silvers later moved to New York 
City. He studied journalism at 
Columbia University and, follow¬ 
ing World War II, where he 
served as a combat officer in 
the Philippines, he completed a 
Bachelor's degree in Business 
Administration at Sampson Col¬ 
lege, a division of Syracuse Uni¬ 
versity. Silvers was one of the 
founders of the American Vet¬ 
erans Committee and served as 
its National Secretary. When the 
Committee, which subsequently 
expanded to a membership of 
180,000, moved its offices to the 
Washington area, Silvers moved 
with it. He later worked for the 
American Cancer Society's 
Maryland Division, which includ¬ 
ed Montgomery and Prince 
Georges Counties, and became 
the Assistant Executive Direc¬ 
tor for the Maryland Division, 
statewide. 


Survivors include his wife, 
Dial; a son, Lawrence H. Sil¬ 
vers; daughters Connie E- Sil 
vers of Sausalito, California 
(Mrs.) S, Bloodworth of Boyn 
ton Beach, Florida; and grand 
daughters Shannon S, Morman, 
Smaro Bloodworth and Christine 
Helen Silvers.

Recycling Provides Solution 
If City Enthusiasm Continues 

by Ray Cycle 

The need to recycle is a result of increasing amounts 
of municipal solid waste, declining landfill capacity and con¬ 
cerns about many methods of waste management. Resi¬ 
dents and businesses of Prince Georges County produce 
nearly 800,000 tons of trash per year. The City of Green- 
belt contributed over 2,500 tons of refuse in 1990 to the 
Sandy Hill landfill in Bowie. At the present rate of genera¬ 
tion this lajidfill is expected to be filled to capacity by 1993. 
The rapid depletion of landfill space has created a solid 
waste crisis occurring right here in Prince Georges County. 


Options 

One option would be to build 
a new landfill. Bui no one is 
willing to have it in their 
neighborhood. Also the costs as¬ 
sociated with a new landfill are 
astronomical. It is not as simple 
as digging a hole in the ground 
and throwing the garbage m. 
A landfill requires geotexile lin¬ 
ers, leachate collection systems, 
ground water monitors, etc. The 
most recent landfill opened in 
Maryland had a price tag of $5.6 
million for just the planning and 
construction and will have a life 
span of only 20 years. 

Another option is a waste- 
to-energy facility (incinerator). 
One concern associated with in¬ 
cineration is the possibility of 
transferring environmental tox¬ 
ins to the atmosphere, via the 
smokestack. The ash may still 
contain some solid toxins, which 
drill must be deposited into a 
landfill. The costs associated 
with an incinerator can be as 
high as a landfill. 

Solution 

Recycling holds the best pros¬ 
pect for actually solving the 
solid waste crisis by reducing 
the amount of refuse going into 
the landfill and does not require 
as much capital investment as 
landfilling or incineration. 

Enthusism 

Even before joining the Coun¬ 
ty's recycling program, residents 
of GreenbeSLt were recycling more 
than 15 percent of the refuse 
collected by city crews. This was

accomplished by collecting news¬ 
papers at the door and by estab¬ 
lishing a drop-off center where 
residents could deposit glass, 
aluminum, used oil, newspapers 
and other materials for recy¬ 
cling. 

If residents exhibit the same 
enthusiasm for the door-to-door/ 
curlbside collection program as 
they have for the drop-off cen¬ 
ter, the city will be able to meet 
the county's established goal of 
recycling 35 percent of all waste 
generated. 

On average, individuals gen¬ 
erate approximately 4 pounds 
of waste a day. For just a two- 
person household this is 1.5 tons 
of waste a year. Recycling just 
25 percent of this waste saves 
750 pounds of garbage from go¬ 
ing to the landfill.

Metro Fares Increase 

The Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority Board of 
Directors recently approved bus 
and rail fare increases that were 
implemented in two phases 
over a two-year period. Effect¬ 
ive June 29, 1991, the base 

boarding fare for bus and rail 
is $1. Riders can buy dis¬ 
count bus tokens and special 
farecards to reduce the cost of 
a short ride. The fare increase 
is expected to bring in revenue 
of $25-5 million in fiscal 1992 
and an additional 312 million in 
fiscal 1993. 

METRORAIL: The charge for 
riding Metrorail during peak 
hours was 31 for the first 
three miles. Mileage rates for 
longer trips during rush hour 
remain at 16 cents per mile 
from three to six miles and 
increase to 14V a cents per mile 
for trips over six miles with 
a maximum fare of $2.85 for any 
Metrorail trip of 15 miles or 
longer. On June 27, 1991, the 
base fare remained $1; how¬ 
ever, the mileage rates went 
up from 16 to 19 cents per mile 
and from 14 Vfr to 16 V* cents per 
mile. The maximum fare is $315. 

A $4.75 rail discount farecard 
was introduced for riders tak¬ 
ing trips which cost the minimum 
fare. This discount farecard 
brings the $1 fare down to 95 
cents per trip during fiscal 
1992; it will be eliminated in fis¬ 
cal 1993. 

Metro’s peak fare is in effect 
from opening until 9:30 a m- and 
from 3 to 7 p.m. Monday through 
Friday, except national holidays. 

The charge for riding Motro- 
rail during off-peak hours is 
$1 for the first seven miles; 
$125 between seven and ten 
miles; and $1.50 for all trips 
over 10 miles. In fiscal 1993, the 
plan is to maintain the $1 
boarding charge and raise the 
off-peak fare between seven and 
ten miles to $1 50 and for trips 
over 10 miles to charge $1.75. 
This change will require public 
hearings. 

Off-peak fares are charged 
from 9:31 am. to 2:59 pm. and 
from 7:01 p.nr to closing Mon¬ 
day through Friday and all day 
Saturdays. Sundays and national 
holidays. 

Rail fares for senior citizens 
and the disabled will continue 
to be set at one-half the peak 
period fare at all times, with a 
maximum fare of $1.40, 

METRO BUS; The base fare in 
all jurisdictions is $1 at all 
times. Discounted bus tokens 
cost $17 for 20 tokens, which 
brings the cost per ride back to 
85c. These tokens will cost $18 
for a package of 20 in fiscal 
1993. 

Fares in Maryland and Vir¬ 
ginia are subject to zone chang¬ 
es. Rail to bus transfers in the 
District of Columbia will contin¬ 
ue to be free- Maryland bus rid¬ 
ers will pay 75c for a rail to bus 
transfer in fiscal 1992. Virginia 
riders will pay 60c for a rail to 
bus transfer, a 10c increase- 

FLASH PASSES: Maryland, Vir¬ 
ginia and District flash passes 
will continue to be available for 
bus and rail-to-bus trips, and 
will range in price from $17 to 
$32* The Family/Tourist Pass 
goes from $6 to $8- Detailed 
information on these passes and 
other fare information is avail¬ 
able from Metro by calling 202* 
537-7000.

State Information 
On Unclaimed Funds 

Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein says citizens 
in various areas of the state are 
receiving post cards encouraging 
them to pay $10 to call a “900” 
number for information about 
unclaimed funds. “It’s not neces¬ 
sary to pay any charges to find 
out if our office has records of 
unclaimed funds that may belong 
to you,” Goldstein said- “Our 
service is free.” 

The comptroller also said he 
proposed legislation, which be¬ 
came effective July 1, 1991, to 
protect consumers. The new law 
prohibits anyone from charging 
a fee for helping to find un¬ 
claimed property that has been 
in the state’s possession for less 
than two years. 

The new law allow® the comp¬ 
troller’s normal advertising a nd 
outreach programs to notify the 
apparent rightful owners that 
he has unclaimed property for 
them. The Unclaimed Property 
Section of the State Comptrol¬ 
ler’s Office attempts to locate 
rightful owners through adver¬ 
tising, matching names with oth¬ 
er computerized records, direct 
mail and outreach efforts such 
as a booth at the State Fair.

velopment will be addressed by 
a new TDOZ study, he contin¬ 
ued. It can’t be ignored- Green- 
belt will be consulted. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld stated 
that he hoped the boundaries of 
the TDOZ would be expanded 
to include Beltway Plaza and 
Springhill Lake. 

Weidenfeld asked how it was 
possible to put up a highrise 
and provide adequate facilities to 
accommodate it. He did not think 
this would be easily done. 

Chang replied that highways 
had to be built according to the 
Master Plan. Greenbelt Road 
would have to be finished first 

Weidenfeld thanked Chang for 
informing Greenbelt about the 
IRS interest in building at 
Metro. If they did build there, 
would the building be owned or 
leased? he asked. If owned by 
the federal government, Green¬ 
belt would get jobs and traffic 
but no taxes; if leased, the city 
would get all three- Chang 
thought it wasn’t likely that IRS 
would build there because they 
probably needed more space and 
parking. The trend is towards 
the government buying its build¬ 
ings. 

Barry Schlesinger stated that 
policy should have a reason be¬ 
hind it. Why should there be con¬ 
struction around the station 
when, according to Boone, most 
of the people who work, for ex¬ 
ample near New Carrollton, 
don’t use Metro. 

Why build more offices, he 
asked, when those which are al¬ 
ready built aren’t filled? Why 
not single family housing? 
Chang assured him that resi¬ 
dents were one consideration un¬ 
der the MXT plan. Chang said 
that percent of those people 
working near the New Carroll¬ 
ton Metro used Metro. Mayor 
pro tern Thomas X. White added 
that a residential community 
near the New Carrollton station 
was being stressed by develop¬ 
ment. 

In his opening statement, 
Konrad Herling had said that 
riders of MARC commuter rail, 
which runs between Baltimore 
and Washington, would be com¬ 
peting for the 3500 parking 
places at the Greenbelt Metro 
station. A MARC station has 
been planned for the west side 
of the Metro property. MARC 
ridership is increasing, he added 

Konrad now asked for clarifi¬ 
cation. Is parking for those who 


work at Metro or for those who 
ride Metro? Chang thought they 
would share spaces. The ques¬ 
tion really should be asked of 
transportation planners, he said. 
Hancock suggested contacting 
Frank Derro, John Funk and 
Tony Williams, team leaders of 
that department. 

Weidenfeld explained that at 
New Carrollton non-riders were 
discouraged from parking there 
by having to pay a higher park¬ 
ing fee. Those who rode Metro 
and presented a valid transfer 
from a Metro station other than 
New Carrollton were charged 
less. He added that he hoped a 
similar plan would be used at 
the Greenbelt station. 

Traffic Problems 

Judy Robinson, vice-president 
of the Prince Georges Civic Lea¬ 
gue, stated that she had asked 
at at least five public hearings; 
where is the capacity to get 
public facilities ? How many cars 
are driven within a five mile 
radius of the Metro station? She 
had never gotten an answer. She 
maintained that public facilities 
were inadequate. 

The problem of adequate fa¬ 
cilities was addressed by several 
people. Weidenfeld deplored the 
possibility of heavy backup un¬ 
der existing facilities. He said 
that already there was backup 
at Ivy Lane during the rush 
hours. “When Metro, the new 
federal courthouse and new de¬ 
velopment are added, what about 
Ivy Lane then?” he asked. 

When a traffic light was sug¬ 
gested. he quipped that two traf¬ 
fic lights might be needed. 
“Ideal,” Weidenfeld said. To an¬ 
other questioner a button attuned 
to the traffic light was suggest¬ 
ed as a way for pedestrians to 
get across Greenbelt Road. 

Bike Trails Revisited 

“How far would bike trails 
extend ? Betsy Likowski asked. 
“Would they extend to old 
Greenbelt?” Hancock assured 
her that they would go from 
old and new Greenbelt to Metro. 
The bike trails along Greenbelt 
Road might be revived. He ex¬ 
plained that it was necessary 
to get together with the Nation¬ 
al Park Service because an ad¬ 
ditional ten feet behind the curb 
would be needed. 

White and Hancock sparred 
about the reviewing process for 
trails because White indicated 
that he did not think Greenbelt 
had been included in the process. 
Hancock assured White that all

plans are subject to a public 
review process. When he asked 
White if he had been at the 
planning TDOZ workshop or 
public hearing. White answered 
that he had never heard of them. 
Hancock said they had been ad¬ 
vertised and flyers sent out. 
Hancock added that there had 
been Greenbelt citizens at the 
hearing in College Park- White 
said he was trying to get some 
way for public participation in 
“what you are doing.” Hancock 
reiterated that there was citi¬ 
zen participation in the TDOZ 
process. 

Ruth ^lathis preferred to tplk 
about what will help rather than 
what would harm the wetlands. 
How can the Chesapeake Bay 
and Anacostia River be helped? 
she asked. What can people do 
to improve the environment? 

Boone said Indian Creek is the 
“dirty orphan of the watershed.” 
The number one problem in the 
Anacostia watershed is runoff 
from parking lots. There is a 
need to restore the wetlands to 
serve as filters to purify the 
water. Plant trees and preserve 
those that are here, he pleaded. 

Weidenfeld said it was very 
likely that the city and coun¬ 
cil would be against filling in 
any wetlands.

PRAB Brainstorms on New 
Playground Responsibilities 

by S. R. Cherry 

The Greenbelt Parks and Recreation Advisory Board 
(PRAB) met on June 26 at the Greenbelt Youth Center to 
begin planning a city playground. The meeting served as 
a brainstorming session for PRAB members and concerned 
citizens on organizing the project. 

PRAB's chairman, Tom Rena- The group discussed proposed 
han, commented: “Playgrounds locations to be considered for 

the site, composition of equip¬ 
ment, materials to be used, and 
means of organizing the project 
On the question of location and 
who would provide the property 
for the site, two to three desig¬ 
nated sites are being considered 
for the playground, which would 
be built with the city's blessing 
on park property that the city 
already owns. 

Design Ideas 

Recreation Department Direc¬ 
tor Hank Irving offered ideas 
on designs utilized in Montgom¬ 
ery County. Irving offered sug¬ 
gestions for landscaping, park¬ 
ing facilities, safety standards, 
and consideration of other ma¬ 
terials to be used besides, or 
included with, the traditional 
wood construction. 

PRlAB's efforts are guided by 
the success of the playground 
at Lake Waterford Park in Pasa¬ 
dena, Maryland. The entire com¬ 
munity took part in fund rais¬ 
ing and design, from area busi¬ 
nesses and local agencies to the 
children themselves. Construc¬ 
tion was completed in five days 
through a process called “barn¬ 
raising,” using a group of com¬ 
munity volunteers to do the ac¬ 
tual building with the help of 
consultants. The Pasadena play¬ 
ground, which was constructed 
at a cost of $50,000, is now 
valued at $150,000. 

Ideas for subjects to be ad¬ 
dressed in future meetings will 
be seating for parents, cost, how 
to create a unique “Greenbelt 
Design.” and channeling of com¬ 
munity support. 

Citizens Bring More 
Hazardous Waste 

Prince Georges County resi¬ 
dents did not let the sometimes 
heavy rain keep them from par¬ 
ticipating in one of the County's 
largest Household Hazardous 
Waste Collection Days since the 
program began in 1988. Some 
900 cars drove through the one- 
day collection site in June at 
Prince Georges Community Col¬ 
lege in Largo where over 22,000 
pounds of household hazardous 
waste were collected* 

Additionaly, 3*4 tons of car 
batteries, 30 tons of mixed pa¬ 
per and 310 gallons of latex 
paint were collected for recy¬ 
cling.

tend to be numerous and they 
tend to be somewhat basic. We 
are seeking to build something 
that would be challenging to 
kids. Including the community 
in the planning and construction 
of the playground is a way of 
creating something that would 
be unusually good at not a very 
high cost.” Renahan’s view of 
the best way of achieving suc¬ 
cess in creating the playground 
is to put together people in the 
community under the direction 
of professional playground ar¬ 
chitects and construction profes¬ 
sionals. 

Time and Money 
The meeting's moderator, 
Keith Chernikoff, mentioned 
that he had spoken with other 
jurisdictions to gather ideas on 
the decidedly labor intensive 
process of fund raising. From 
his fact-finding in New Carroll¬ 
ton and Annapolis, he reported 
ideas and the expected length 
of time needed for securing pro¬ 
fessional assistance for raising 
the money for the project He 
also interviewed participants of 
similar projects in other com¬ 
munities to find out what situ¬ 
ations to avoid.
